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WAR BY ACCIDENT 
The prospect of accidental outbreak of 
nuclear war has been a horror in the back 
of the mind for some y ears. The chances 
oi such a catacly smic accident hav e in 
creased, ironically , as weapons hav e become 
more deadly and complex . 
The pei i! has been heav ily underscorec 
in a report prepared by a research sproup 
at Ohio State Univ ersity . This group has 
concluded, after consulting numerous spe­ 
cialists in national security , that the dan­ 
ger of accidental nuclear war will continue 
to increase and will reach the “ signficant 
chance” lev el in this decade. 
One thing brought out by the Ohio State 
research team is worth particular note. 
This is the probability that additional coun­ 
tries, especially Communist China, will ac­ 
quire nuclear weapons either by their own 
dev elopmental efforts or through their al­ 
lies. The more nations hav e such weapons, 
obv iously , the greater the chance of fatal 
error or miscalculation. 
The report cites the spread of limited 
wars— and such wars it considers “ a near 
certainty ” in the 19 6 0 s-as the greatest 
danger. It also sees a possibility of acciden­ 
tal war resulting from diplomatic and mili­ 
tary miscalculations, “ madmen” with ac­ 
cess to the panic button, mishaps of v arious 
kinds in defense sy stems. 
This report focuses new light on a giirn 
problem which has receiv ed far too little 
attention. When it comes to suggesting 
means of av oiding accidental war, the re­ 
port is less helpful. It does propose nego­ 
tiation of safeguards against such an oc- 
cui 1 ence, and study of a foolproof “ assur­ 
ance sy stem" whereby heads of riv al pow­ 
ers could keep accidents from ex ploding 
into war. But the one thing which stands 
out cleai h is that arms control and reduc­ 
ing of tensions are the best roads to peace.

EXCITING CONVENTION 
Lacking any hard knowledge of what is 
going to happen at the major party conv en­ 
tions this y ear, it is fun to cast back now 
and then to see what might happen if ear­ 
lier conv entions were emulated. At most 
of these gatherings, the party faithful prov e 
their orthodox y by supporting the admin­ 
istration if it is theirs and damning it if it is 
the opposition’s. But this lias not inv ariably 
been so. 


Once a national conv ention not only 
failed to eulogize an administration of its 
own party , but listened with cheers to at­ 
tacks on it. I he platform as reported con­ 
tained no mention of the president, much 
less praise. When an amendment eommend- 
in_, him was oflered from the floor it was 
v oted down. Finally , the nomination went 
to a man who had opposed the administra­ 
tion throughout. 


This amazing chain of ev ents made the 
18 9 6 Democratic conv ention notable. The 
pi es idem in office was Grov er Clev eland, 
a conserv ativ e who stood bv the gold stand­ 
ard. The party had completely lost sy m ­ 
pathy with him, and the nominee chosen 
was William J ennings Bry an, an adv ocate 
of unlimited silv er coinage. 
Nev er since then has a conv ention re­ 
pudiated an administration of its own party . 
Ih nearest approach was Theodore Roose­ 
v elt’s almost successful attempt, in 19 12, 
to take the Republican nomination from 
President Taft. As a rule, ev en if the dele­ 
gates are unfriendly to their president thev 
think it bad policy to decry the record cm 
which the nex t candidate must run. 
None of this has particular bearing on 
the I9 6 0 situation. But as we say , with 
this y ear’s conv entions still v eiled in the 
future it is interesting to look back at stir­ 
ring political goings-on of the past.

The survey of 2.7(H) families in 
the- 48 older sta tes showed that 
about 65 per cent of the retired 
persons own their homes, which 
is above the proportion for all 
families. 
The equity that a retired per­ 
son has built up in his home is 
one of th, best investm ents that 
he can make. O'Connor said. The 
great number of such owners is 
an indication of the wisdom of 
home ownership, he added. 
Home Ownership 
Closely related to home ow ner­ 
ship is the age ot life cycle stage 
of the family head, the Univer­ 
sity

closed. 
When studying families 
whose 
heads, or 
breadwinners,

clea r that owning a home is very 
definitely 
associated 
with 
the 
presence and age of children in 
the family," the survey stated. 
"The survey found.” O'Connor 
continued, "that 35 per cent of 
m arried couples with no children 
own their home, as compared to 
5 6 per cent among families with 
children under six years, and 72 
per cent among families whose 
youngest child is six or over.” 
F or families with children, and 
whose family head is over 45 
years old, 72 per cent own homes, 
while the ratio increases to 75 
per cent lor families with 
no

This is how totem p o l e s 
started. The Indians believed 
their

W o l v e s , be a rs, wha le s or 
othe r a nima ls might re pre se nt 
the diffe re nt fa milie s or cla ns. 
In a way these poles could be 
compared to your “family tree” 
of today. But, unlike family 
trees, some of the poles also re­ 
corded important events and 
accomplishmenta of the clan. 
They served as memorials to 
deceased ancestors. 
Today most totem poles are 
f o u n d along the northwest 
coast of our country and Alas­ 
ka. When white men first came 
to Alaska the Indians began 
selling furs to them.

(Hydrogen is a 
gas on earth.) Saturn has solid 
hydrogen because it is extreme­ 
ly cold—colder than the coldest 
places on earth. 


It is usually colder than 300 
degrees below zero Fahrenheit 
on Saturn.

Saturn has nine moons, the 
largest of which — Titan — has 
an atmosphere. Titan is the only 
j one of the 31 natural satellites 
| in the solar system that does 
have an atmosphere. 
Its at­ 
mosphere, like that of Saturn, 
is made up of ammonia and 
I methan*. 


The reason that Titan is the 
only moon in the solar system 
to have an atmosphere is that it 
is the only one that is large 
enough. Titan is 3,500 miles in 
diameter — about once and a 
half times as big as our moon.

Titan's mean distance from | 


Saturn is about 760,000 miles, 
and it takes about 15 days to 
rotate around that planet. (Our

moons is Phoebe, just 200 milea 
in diameter. Since it is also tha 
farthest away, 13 million miles, 
it would scarcely be visible 
from Saturn.

When our space ships get to 
Saturn, these moons will be 
useful. Mimas will give us a 
close look at Saturn and its 
three rings while the methane
